THE IMPROVING 
FOi)T) SITUATION 

The Dominion minister of agvicul 
ture is advised by Dr. J. W. Robinson, 
representative of the department 
overseas, that the food situation in 
England is very encouraging, in fact 
safe for the present. This, it is stat¬ 
ed, is due in par? to the campaign for 
food conservation in Canada and the 
United States. Thus does the indi¬ 
vidual over here see the return for 
whatever he ban done toward conser¬ 
vation. There may be some among 
us to whom the news has no applica¬ 
tion, but it is to be hoped tha.' they 
are few and far between. That the 
efforts of our food control lias had 
some results that - are apparent is 
pleasing news, and it ought to bring 
home to ail of us how much a par. 1 
ca4i individual really is when the 
feeding of Great Britain is concerned. 
To save some small amount of flour, 
or sugar, or meats weekly in itself ap¬ 
pears to be a very small figure, but 
when it is being done not by one fam¬ 
ily but hundreds of thousands through 
out the country the total ' of thi 
amount saved is sufficiently appreci¬ 
able to produce some results in Eng*- 
land. But let us beware lest these op¬ 
timistic messages bring «s into a care- 
loss frame of mind toward- conserva¬ 
tion. Because the Equation is a little 
brighter is no indication that the 
worst has passed. The war is not over 
and even were peace declared now, 
food control in some form or other 
would have to be oontinued until the 
world’s food supply reached a more 
normal basis. The time has not yet 
arrived when we can say ‘hat the osius 
of conservation if oft our shoulders. 
V/e roust- still stay with it to the ut¬ 


most of our ability, regarding it os 
the most essential war work it is pos-- 
sible for us to perform. 


THAT STRIKES MAY 
NOT CONTINUE 

THe rapid succession of threefen- 
ings to strike by varieus bodies of 
labour throughout Canada has led the 
government to issue a memorandum 
as a guide to employers and employ¬ 
ees alike. Strikes and near strikes 
have been the biggest dometsic worry 
Canada has had during the past fev. 
months. They are a deplorable inci 
dent in any cour.'ry at war, and a; 
.•ould be expected in the unsettled 
conditions produced by war, none of 
‘he countries engaged has been free 
from them. The economic condition. 
.Upduccd by war throw old standard, 
if production and living out of gear, 
commodities go up in price and every 
:hing is subject to .‘he feverish flucta 
oons of everchanging markets. The 
natural result is that manufacturer, 
and dealers are the first to respond ti 
altered conditions. Prices are moved 
sometimes forced upward, and th< 
working man, becoming aware of ihis 
?o*imences to demand a proportion 
itely higher wage to cbver his cost os 
living. But while manufacturers an 
willing to avail themselves of the up 
.yard tendency of a market, one of the 
last things they ooncern themselver 
with is how ‘he people who are work 
mg for them are to be in a position te 
meet the rising market which the) 
have helged to create. Therefore the 
strikes. 

While everybody must be in accon’ 
with the plea for a cessation of strik¬ 
es during war ,‘ime in order that the 
full strength of the country may be 
kept on the prosecution of the war; if 
is equally essential that both side- 
should have an equally fair arrange¬ 
ment. No one w'ould desire the set¬ 
tlement of a labour despite even foi 
,he duration of the war if it was te 
be- a one sided affair in which onl) 
one party had the advantage of an 
inflated market while the other receiv¬ 
ed no material* gain. The best incen¬ 
tive to good war work is a eor.fenteei 
people we must see to it that they are 
not asked to make undue sacrifice ir 
order to avert strikes. A strict meth¬ 
od of conciliation with equal represer.' 
at ion from both sides should be the 
natural guide. To rely on sentiment 
will be worse than useless.

THE PROPOSED 
TRADE BOYCOTTS ' ' 

■ The members of the Memphis, 
(Tenn.), cotton exchange hava recent¬ 
ly unanimously adopted a resolution 
to expel any member who for a period 
•f ten years after peace has been de¬ 
clared, engages in trade with subjects 
of ary nr.* ion now at war with the 
United States, 

This resolution reminds us that it 
expresses a sentiment which has been 
voiced by various trade sections both 
in the United Stakes and England. 
Bodies of men of all grades from sea¬ 
men to members of stock exchanges 
, have voiced .‘heir disapproval of Ger¬ 


man method* through tha medium of 
boycott, generally couching their re¬ 
solutions in language that the boycott 
is to exist until Germany is entitled by 
change of hear.*, to enter into inter¬ 
course with civilised nations. In some 
instances as in the above, a set term 
of years is mentioned. The upshot of 
these resolutions is not hard to under¬ 
stand. They owe their origin to the 
Germans themselves, and are no dout.‘ 
drawn up as a sentiment expressing 
approval of the suggested League of 
nations which is to follow the war. 

But it must seem to the prdinary in¬ 
dividual that some control is "heeded 
aver this mass of boycotting, some 
government control. It is clear that 
is none of the governments of the Al¬ 
lied nations have taken any definite 
steps toward banning Germany coin-: 
nerciaily, it can hardly be the work j 
if separate organizations, whatever 
:hey are. In such a matter as this,! 
words will be spoken not even by any 
me government, but by the Allied 
governments as a whole and until 
-hat time comes it would appear that 
• here ought to be some power limiting 
hese resolutions to a mere expression 
>f sentiment. We are all prone to con- 
lemn the German and all his works, 
ind very rightly too, when his record 
s takeh into consideration, but it must 
be as an expression of individual op- 
nion. Up to the present if has yet 
.o be learned that any body of business 
s the organized mouthpiece of the Al¬ 
lied governments, and until they utter 
the final pronouncement the rest is 
mere froth and ought to be left sev¬ 
erely alone. 

Owing to the continued lull in oper¬ 
ations on the battle fronts, von Hind- 
enburg has kindly consented to die 
again. 

It will come as a relief to a number 
f people to know that arording to a 
number of Western papers, Western 
Canada is not irreligious. 

Count von Hertling, the German 
chancellor has stated that Germany 
has no intention of holding Belgium. 
1'he Count is to be congratulated on 
his prophecy. 

The Kaiser has fallen a victim to 
influenza during a recent visit to the 
French front and this example of him 
sharing the rigors of war, should go 
far in heartening his people. 

“We wain you to go barefooted,” 
is the latest official notice to the citiz¬ 
ens of Berlin as the result of a short¬ 
age of leather. Many of the military 
party are continuing their policy of 
going about barefaced. 

A carload of bailed hay opened at' 
Toronto lately was found to contain 
eleven caskets of whisky and the at¬ 
torney general’s department is said 
to be taking active measures to over¬ 
come an epidemic of hay fever in the 
city. 

Owing to the British aerial bom¬ 
bardment of towns on the Rhine, the 
Germans want the bombing of unfor- 
tofied towns stopped. It is funny 
that they did not consider the disad¬ 
vantages of the game before the Brit¬ 
ish started to play it.

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN 
NORTHWEST LAND 
REGULATIONS 

THE sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old,who was at the 
eemmenneemerit of the present war, 
and has since continued to be a Brit¬ 
ish subject or a subject of an allied 
or neutral country, may homestead a 
quarter section of available Dominion 
Land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or 
Alberta. Applicant must appear in 
person at Dominion Lands Agency or 
Sub-Agency for District. Entry by 
proxy may be made on certain condi¬ 
tions. Duties—Six months residence 
upon and cultivation \>f land in each 
of three years. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
may secure an adjoining quarter sec¬ 
tion as pre-emption. Price $8.00 per 
acre. Duties—Resides six months 
in each of three years after earning 
homestead patent and cultivate 50 
acres extra. May obtain pre-omption 
patent as soon as homestead patent , 
on certain conditions. 

A settler after obtaining home-' 
stead patent, if he cannot secure a 
pre-emption, may take a purchased 
homestead in certain districts. Price 
$3.00 per acre. Must reside six 
months in each of three years, culti¬ 
vate 50 acres and erect a house worth 
$300.00. 

Holders of entries may count time 
of employment<as farm labourer in 
Canada during 1918 as residence dut¬ 
ies under certain conditions. 

When Dominion Lands are adverti¬ 
sed or posted for entry, returned sold- 
ierswho have served overseas and 
have been honorable discharged, re¬ 
ceive one day priority in applying for 
entry at local Agents Office (but not 
Sub-Agency.) Discharge papers must 
be presented to Agent.

' FOR CANADIAN BOYS 


Government and Railways to 
Go 50-50 On Cost Of 
Shipping 


Arrangements for finding winter 
feed for cattle in the districts-of Al¬ 
berta where the crops have been a 
failure are rapidly getting into shape. 
Hon. Duncan Marshall, provincial 
minister of agriculture, has been in 
co-operation with the Domlnlon"*?)*- 
partment in settling the aquation, 
and for some days now, men have 
been surveying the province for pas¬ 
ture land. Mr. Marshall has also 
taken the matter up with the traffic 
managers at Winnipeg, asking them 
for special concession in freight 
rates. 

The result is that the railway have 
agreed to half freight rates, “from all 
points in the three provinces east of 
Cochrane and Lundbreck south to 
Kerrobert, to Wilkie, to Saskatoon, 
and by the G. T. P. east of Saskatoon 
to eastern boundry aboW 100 miles 
west of Winnipeg. Cattle and sheep 
will be moved to the north _at half 
rate, subject to minimum rate of -five 
cents per pound on cattle and 6 Mi per 
100 on sheep to Nov. 16th, 1918,— 

shipmer.* return half rate in reverse 
direction prior to Oct. 1st, 1919, pro¬ 
vided returned by original owner to 
original point of shipment. Hay and 
straw carloads at half rate in reverse 

direction from movement_of—cattle 

and sheep up fo May 1st, 1919. All 
rates subjec.* to a certificate signed by 
the deputy minister of the province in 
which shipment is made.” 

As the railway^ have made this con¬ 
cession, the Dominion Government 
will pay- the balance, which means 
that stock will be transported free on 
obtaining certificates signed by the 
deputy minister of agriculture. 


The Canadian War Contingent as- 
socirtion proposes to put up 100,000 
lbs. of Xmas Plum Puddings for the 
man in the Trenches, to he delivered 
in London in time for the puddings to 
be distributed for Christmas. The 
Hamilton Fruit Kitchen of the Cana¬ 
dian Red Cross Society has placed its 
plant and staff at the disposal of the 
Association for this purpose, all ex¬ 
penses being met by the.C.W.C.S. 

The amount named will ensure each 
Canadian soldier overseas being serv¬ 
ed a generous portion of delicious pud 
ding on Christmas Day. 

The puddings will be put up in five 
pound tins and for each $60 received, 
sixty puddings will be dispatched over 
seas, each tin being labelled with the 
Compliments of the Society or indivi¬ 
dual making the contribution, but the 
Association cannot undertake to for¬ 
ward any puddings specially address¬ 
ed to units or individuals. 

Subscriptions for this fund should 
be sent to the Provincial Secretary, C. 
W.C.A., Rex Thertre Building, Cal¬ 
gary. The subscription list is only 
open for a short time, as all arrange¬ 
ments for making and despatching 
the puddfngs must be concluded al¬ 
most immediately.

BREEDING STOCK EARLY 


As soon as the breeding season is 
over, get rid of all male birds used in 
the breeding pens. When the egg yield 
does not pay for the feed, sell off all 
hens over two years old and even the 
year-olds cull pretty well. Poultry at 
.‘his time of the year will bring a bet¬ 
ter price than later and feed and 
space will be saved for the best of the 
year-olds and the growing chicks. Old 
hens as a rule, especially of the heav¬ 
ier Varieties do not pay for their feed 
in late summer eggs. 

Sell the young cockerels whenever 
they are ready throughout the sum¬ 
mer. Don’t keep everything till the 
fall. Whenever .‘jie price is good, sell 
the cockerels as broilers or as small 
roasters. 

In an experiment caried on at the 
Experimental Farm in the spring of 
1917 with Leghorn chickens, the sale 
of the cockerels paid all expenses for 
incubation, brooding and feed for 
themselves and pullets up until the 
first of September. When the pullers 
went into winter quarters on Novem¬ 
ber 1st, they had cost oves^anckabove 
what had been paid by the sale of the 
cockerels just 3.9 cents each. This 
experiment showed not »nly that it 
paid to sell the cockerels early, but it 
also demonstrated that pullets could 
be raised much cheaper than they 
could be bought in the fall.

Dr. Rose, practicing physician in 
Calgary, was last week fined $50 and 
costs for writing prescriptions for 
liquor. He was prosecuted by detec¬ 
tives who had secured the prescrip¬ 
tion on the payment of $2 and the 
statement to the doctor that .‘hey 
were going on a fishing trip to Banff | 
and they thought that a little booze' 
would add a little enjoyment to the, 
trip. It came out in evidence that 
this same doctor had handed out 413 
prescriptions for booze in the period 
between June lit and July 6th.

During the past four years, accord¬ 
ing to official German estimates, th( 
fire losses in the public forests havf 
been exceedingly small. Prior to 19- 
14, the total fire destruction on over 
a million acres of German forest was 
below one thousand dollars a year 
Other German forest areas suffered 
even less harm. 

In Canada, however, the country’. 1 
I commercial strength has been steadil) 
weakened by devastating forest fire? 
that devour each year several millioi 
dollars worth of property and man) 
human lives. Most of these • foresl 
fires were started by carelessness 
that borders on criminality. One ol 
the least condonable causes is the 
unextinguished camp fire, left by 
camping parties. In 1917 and 1918 a 
full dozen of the worst forest fires in 
the Dominion have been due to camp 
fires and lighted cigarettes and mat¬ 
ches. No camp fire ought to be built 
anywhere except on rocks or gravel, 
and should be entirely extinguished. 

The careless camper in Canada is 
doing this year what the Kaiser would 
gladly pay his bombers and propa¬ 
gandists to accomplish. --
